So that our Diffenters are Deferted by All 
they Call’d their Friends Abroad, and Left 
to ftand upon their own Bottom; which Can- 
not find a Precedent among any of the Re- 
formed Churches. So Deftitute is their Cafe ! 
They are Excentrick from the whole Earth, 
and Contrary to all Men. They are J{hmaelites, 
their Hand againft Every Man, and Every 
Man's Hand againft them. And this is the 
Menfter we have now to Quell, Which upon 
Every Blew he Receives Bellows and Roars
